Such of the Old Men are chofen to pre- 

fide over the Children^ as are fuppofed fitteft to 
render them compleatly good and vertuous men. 
Over the Totwg Men fuch of thofe at Marts Eft ate 

as are thought likelieft to make them the moft 

gallant Perfons. And over thofe at Marts Eftate^ 

fuch cfpccialiy as may make them obedient to 
the Supreme Magiftrate in what he commands, 
and ready to perform what he enjoyns. Nor are 

the Old Mm without their Trefetts^ who are cho- 
fen purpofciy to infpeft them, that they alfo may 

be faithful in thedifcharge of their Duties. Ifliall 

Jikewifc particularly declare what by the Law is 

incumbent upon every Age to perform $ that fo 
it may the more evidently appear how folliti- 
rous and careful they are that the Subjects of

centive to all manner of Lewdnefs and Debau- 
chery.

lead their Lives after this manner : 

m For ten years after the time of their Childhood 
is expired, they lodge about the Palace, partly 
for the Safeguard of the City, and partly to make 
mem vigilant and temperate ; becaufe at this 
Age efpecially, they feem moft to ftand in need 

pf a Ittrfx Difciplme and Governance. In the day 

time they wait chiefly upon the Magistrates, to 
be employed, if any Concern for the Publick 
all for their Service: and, when occafion re- 
quires, they all give their Attendance about the 

Palace Royal. Whcnfoevcr the King goes forth 

to hunt (and that he docs often every month) he 

leads out with him half his Guards : now all that 

attend upon him muff have a Bow and Arrows^ 

per ; a fliort Dagger or * Cymitar in a 
befides a light -target and two Jave 
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Ms the one Co jdart at a cjiftance, and the other 



(if need be) to ufeat hand. ^ They are careful to 



keep up this kind of publick Hunting, where 
the King in Perfpn, as in the Wars, is their Lea- 
der (who both hunts himfelf, and takes care 



that others do fo too ) upon this account ; be 
caufe they look upon it to be the beft Preparato 



ry for, and trueft Reiembfcmce of Military pif 

cipline : for, it brings them to a Cuftom of riling 
early in thp Morning, it inures them to undergo 
Heat ancj Cojd, and exercifes them with travel- 
ling on Foot and Running. Befides, they are 

obliged to fhoot $t, and dart the Wild Beatt 

wherefoever they meet him; and many times it 
can't cbufe but quicken and raife their Courage 

when they encounter fome fierce and noble Prey, 
for they muft ftrike thofe that make at them, 
and avoid thofe that eagerly affaulc them : fo 

that it is hard to find any one A£Hon in War that 

is not reprefented or matched in Hunting. Thofe 
that go forth to hunt, have (as is but fitting) a 
larger Proportion allowed for their Dinner than 
the Children ; but in other Refpe&s they fare 

alike. Whilft they have Game they muft not 

dine; but if they are forced to tarry long for 
their Game, or are otherwiie willing to continue 



their Chafe^ then they eat their Dinner for Sup 
per, and the next Day hunt till Supper-time 
again, accounting thofe two days but for one, 
becaufe they fpend only the Portion allotted for

Circumftancescaus'd him to abound with words, 

and made him naturally very talkative. But as 
in thofe that are very young, though they are 
already grown up to a confiderable Stature, yet 
ftill there appears in them fomething juvenile 



and childifh) that difcovers and betrays their 

tender- years * fo Cyrm's fuperfluity of Difcourfe 

was not an Argument of too much Confidence 
and Boldnefs in him, but only of Innocence and 
good Nature^ infomuch, that to hear him ftill 
go on freely in his talk, was, to thofe about 
him, more grateful than his Silence. But in 
procefs of time, as he grew up, and added to 

his Statute more maturity of Years, he began 

to be more sparing of hisJ^Wj, and more calm 
and fcdatc in his Exprejfion; and withall became 
fo modeft and bafhful, that he woifd even blufli 

when he met with any elderly Per/on : he alfb 

T3 gxvxcl- quite left off that over-forward and familiar kind 

xSJit* of way of intruding himfelf into all Companies 

without Con fi deration or Vitfinttion whereby he 
became indeed more quiet and referv'd, but no- 
thing the lefs acceptable at their Meetingsand pla- 
ces of Refort : for, of all their Games and ViMtes^ 
wherein Young Men ufually make tryal or, and 

prove their Equals, he never* challenged his 

Qompa,- 
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Companions in any wherein he believed himfelf 

Superiors but where he certainly knew himfelf 

overmatch^, there he would be fare to give the 

firftOnfec,and declare he would perform the Ex 
ercife better than they. He began alfo now to 
leap up, and mount readily on Horfe-back, and 

from thence to pra&ife fliooting and darting, 

when he was yet but a very unexperienc'dfoYfcr; 
and if at any time he were out-done and word- 
ed, he would efpecially be jocofe and pleafant 
upon himfelf. He never Ihrunk back or defift- 
ed upon a Defeat, but would ftill be making 
frefti Mays and Attempts, that he might grow 
more and more expert in the performance of 
thofe Exercifes wherein he had been overcome 
and mattered ; fo that in a (hort time he not on- 
ly equaled his Fellows in the bufinefs of Horfe- 
manfhipy but fuch was the pleafure he took in it 

he quickly excelled and furpafs'd them. Nor 
was it long before he had,, what with chafing 



and (hooting, fo wafted and deftroyed the wild 
Beafts in the Park^ that Attyages was at a lofs to 
procure Game for him* Now when Cyrm per- 
ceived that AtfyageS) though he were very defi- 
rous, was not able to fupply him, What need 

yoUy faid he, be thus follicitous and thoughtful 

for my Entertainment? Only fend me forth to 

hunt with my 1 Vncle^ and every wild Beaft 1 1 Qaxare* 

meet with I will fancy you have kept up for my hisMo*«r* 
Exercife and Divcrfion : and though he longed brot er 

extreamly to be abroad at his Game, yet cou'd 

he now no longer requeft anything 10 earneftly 

as when he was a Child, but was rather tardy 
and backward in his Vifits to his Grandfather ; 

and 
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and whereas before he had a Pique againft Sa- 
cas for refilling to introduce him, he was now 

become a Sacas to controul himfelf ; for, he ne- 
ver went in to him now unleis he were before- 
hand afTurcd that it was a proper time ; and he 
intreated Sacu that he would always fignifie to

when not ; fb that Sacas now, as well asallo'thcrs

JJ farncfl- he was to go a hunting abroad, he 

lent him forth with hisVnck, and with them a 




of l/derfy Men on Horfc-back, to keep 

him out of hazardous and dangerous places, and 

him from the more lavage fort of wild 




if any fuch chanced to approach them.

To all thefe CautionsCym was very attentive- 
yet nofooncr had he efpicd a Hind skipping be- 
fore him, but, rcgardlefs of whatever he had 



heard, he was inffantly in clofc' purfuit of her 
minding nothing. more but which wav fhe fled 

info 
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infomuch, that his Horfe, by a kind of a Leap 

fell upon his Knees, and Cyrus was in danger to 
be thrown over his Neck ; however, with much 

ado he made a fhift to lit him, and the Horfc 

recovered his Legs. As foon as he came into 

the Plain he hurl'd his Part at the Hind and 

overthrew her, a goodly Bcaft, and a large oncj 
whereat he did not a little rejoyec. But his 
Guard that attended him, riding up to him, 
checked him forely, (hewing him to what dan- 
ger he had cxpofed himfelf, and telling him 



withall, they would complain of him to his 

Grandfather. Cyrm hearing them fay fo, alight- 
ed ofl his Horfe, and flood ftill fomewhat trou-

Let 

faid he, even fcourge me if he pleafe, provided 

I may only make htm this Prefent: and you, 
Vncle ^ if it be your Will, only gratifie me in 

this, and inflift on me what Punifhment you 



think fir. In Conclufion Cyaxares told him, 

You 
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You may ufe your own Pleafure, and do as you 
lift, for you arc become already as it were a 
King over us. So Cyrm brought the Prizes 
had taken, and prefenting them to his Grandfa- 

ther, told him, he had hunted thofe for his fake : 

as for his Darts he fhcw'd them not, but laid 
them, all bloody as they were, in fuch a Place 
where he thought his Grandfather niuft needs 
fee them. 

Then faicl Attyages to him, I accept gladly 
my Son, whatfoevcr you offer me; but yet 
ftan d in no fuch need of any of thefe, as to pur- 
chafe them with the hazard of your Per/on.

fhou'd go to hunt in a Prifon, and have bis Game 

in Fetters: for firft they were confined to a very 

narrow Compafs, then they were fome of them 
little, lean, and [habby, others lame, mainfd, 
and di J member *d % whereas the Wild Beafts in 

the Mountains and open Fields, how comely,how 

forge, and in what good plight they appcar'd. 

The Stags and Harts, fwift as winged Fowl, 

mounted up into the Air , the Wild Boars made 

up at us, and affaulted us, as flout and valorous 

Men 
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Men ufe to do, and were of fo large a fize that 



a Man could not poflibly mifs them. In fhort 

thefe Beatts feem in my eye, though dead, more 
fair and goodly than thofe others, though alive, 

that are (hut up clofe and impaled. But what 
think you, quoth he, Will your Fathers give 
you leave to hunt > Yes, very readily, reply'd 
they, if Attyages but command it. But who, 
faid Cyrus, fhall move Attyages on your behalf? 

Who, return'd they, is more proper for it, and 
more likely to prevail than your felff As for 

me, fays he, I proteft, I know not how, I am 

become fuch a ttrange kind of Man, that I am 
no longer able to fpeak to my Grandfather as I 

ought, nor look him in the face as becomes me 5 

infomuch, that I am afraid if I go on at this 

rate, I fhall in the end prove altogether blockifh 



and ftupid * and yet when I was little, me 



thought I was very forward to fpeak, and had 

Tongue enough.

When Cyrus heard this, being grieved at the 



very Heart, without anfwering a Word, he dc 



parted 5 and arming himfelfwith Boldnefs, he 

went in to Attyages; and having firft confider- 

ed with himfelf how he might make his Addrefs 
to him fo without offence as to obtain what he 

requefted in his own and his Affociates behalf, 
he thus began ; If any one of your domeftick 

Servants fhould rim away, and be again appre- 
hended, tell me. Grandfather^ how would you

finels, if for a piece of hunted Flefli I fhould fuf- 

fer my Daughters Son to wander abroad and be 

loft. \Af hen Cyrus heard this, in obedience to 
his Grandfathers Commands, he tarry 'd at home 9 
but with a forrowful Heart and fad Counte- 
nance kept {till Silence, and /pake not a Word. 

Wherefore, when AUyages pcrceiv'd how ftrange- 

griev'd and difcontented he was, being wil 




ling to gratifie and comply with him, he takes 
him out to hunt ; where having fummon'd to 
Attend him, a confidcrable Number both of 

Horfe and Foot s together with the Young Men 5 
and forcing the wild Beafts into the open'Plains, 
ic made it a great and folemn Day of hunting, 

And being prefcnt himfelf \w Royal Equipage, he 

ftrcightly commanded that none ftiould prcfume 
to flioot before Cyrus had taken his Fill of the 

Game. But Cyrus not enduring that he fhould 
forbid others, Ifyoudelire, Grandfather^ quoth 

he, to make my Sport pJcala \ tcme, permit all 

thefe 
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thefe my Companions to purfue the Game, and 
with their utmoft Art and Strength to contend 
which of them fhall behave himfelf beft. Then 
Aftyages gave them all leave to hunt, and him- 
felf ftood ftill and beheld how eagerly they en- 

countred the wild Beafts, what Strife and Con- 
tention they ufed in purfuic of, and 

their Darts at them. Exceedingly pleased he 
was with Cyrm^ who could not contain himfelf 
for Joy, but like a true-bred generous 1 Son of 1 

the Game \ ftill as he drew nearer any wild Dealt 




would fet up a lull Cry, animating and encou- 
raging every one by Name: great delight alio 
did he take to fee him laugh at, ; and deride one, 

and without the leaft fhew of envying or repi- 
ning, magnifie and commend another. Atlafi 

having taken much Game, AHyages departed,' 

and from thenceforward (fo. highly was he plea- 
fed and fatisfied with this Hunting) as often as 

his Affairs permitted him, he would go abroad 

with Cym 9 and for his fake, among many o 
tliers, he would take the Youths alfo to accom- 
ny him. Thus fpenc Cyrus the gteatcft part 
of his time, wherein he was the Authc r of much 
Pleafure to, and did good Offices for all men ; 
but was inftrurnental in no mans Hujc or Dis- 
advantage. 

Now it happened that about the fifteenth 01*

Many others there were 

who rofe up, and declar'd their Approbation both 
of the one Opinion and the other. So it was re- 

folved, that every ones Reward ought to bear 

Proportion to his \ Worth 5 and Cyrus to be the 

Judge of the Merits of the Caufe. And thus 

proceeded thefe Matters 

Cyrus alfo on a time invited to Supper with 

him a Captain and his whole Company ; becaufe 
he had fcen him divide his Souldiers into two 

Parties, and fet them in Battel Array one againft 
another; both Vivifwns being arm'd with Breajh 
Plates, and light 1 Targets in their Left- hands: 
in their Right-hands he gave to one half good 

ftout Truncheons 3 the other half he commanded 

to take up Clods, and therewith to pelt their Ad- 

verfaries. Now when they all frood thus ready 
arm'd, he gave the Signal for the Skjrmifh.Thm 
one Party threw their Clods, and hit fome of 
them on the Breaft-Plates, fome on the Targets, 
fome on the Thighs, and fome on the Legs. But 
when they came to it hand to hand, they that 

were arm-d with Truncheons fmote their Adver- 
saries, fome of them Hip and ihigh, fome on 

the Hands, and fome of them that ftoop'd down 
to take up Clods, on the Nec{ and Shoulder*. 
At Lift the Battoonkarers put the others to flight, 
and fmote them, and chas'd them, with much 

Spore Shd Laughter. In like manner, when 
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heir tuin came, the other took the Truncheons, 

and dealt juft alter the fame rate with thofe that 

threw Clods againft them. Cyrm greatly admi- 
red this notable Invention of the Captain, and 
commended the Obedience of the Sm/diers,vihb 
did at once both Exercife and recreate them-- 
felves; and withall obferving that they that 

imitated the Perfian way of Arming riiemfelves, 

always came off with Vitiory, he was mightily 

pleafed therewith, and invited the Combatants 
to Supper.

anfwered, They had been bruited with Clods. 

He then put the Qiieftion further to them, whe- 
ther they were hurt when they came to clofe, or 
when they fought at a diftance? The truncheon- N<y^ixo 

ers reply'd, When they skirmifh'd at a diftance. 
For faid" they, when we came to it hand to hand, 

we had very pleafant Sport on't. Then they 

that had been forely maul'd with the Truncheons 

cry'd out, That they did not think it fuch fine 

Paftime to be ba(linado'd at that rate when they 

came to clofe fighting ; and withall fhewed in 
their Arms and Necks, nay, and fome of them 

in their Faces too, the very Prints and Strokes 

of the Moons. This done, as well they might, 
they laugh'd at, and derided one another. The 

next day all the whole Field was chrong'd with

Meflenger likewife told him, That he had 
brought him, from Cyaxares^ a very noble Robe 
of State: for, quoth he , hisDefireis, that you 
fhould appear with all Magnificence and 
dour imaginable, becaufe the Indians will fee 
how you make your Entry.

ceiVd this Meflage, he gave order to the princi-

Army. In obedience to his Commands, they 
immediately gave the Charge, and All asreadi

For he knew that by lingring and delay, the 
nobleft ProjeSs, even of the braveft Generals, 
arc often baffled and defeated. Befides, he law 
Heats and An imofi ties fomented in the Army, 

through the Ambitiou of fome 5 and Jealoufie or 

others ; for which reafon he thought it the beft 
Policy to bring them without delay into the 
Enemies Country : having learnt by Experience, 
that common Dangers, even among Souldiers, 

hinder their Affe£tions each to other. For iti 

fuch Cafe no man envies the glittering Armour 

of one, or repines at the Ambition of another ; 
but do equally commend and congratulate one 

anothcrs Succefs, believing that they are all 

joyntly concerted to procure the Advancement 

of the cofrimon Good.

But Cyrus pitch'd his Tents 
in as clofe and fecret a Place as he could, railing

Camp, knowing that all Warlike Preparations, 
the mote futprifing they are, the more do 

they terrifie and amaze the Enemy. So for that 

Night, after their Sentinels were fet, both Ar- 
mies betook themfelves to their Repole. 

The Day following,the King of AJfyria.Cra;- 

fns> and the reft of the Captains, kept their Ar- 
my quiet within their Trenches. But Cyrus and 
Cyaxares ftood in Battalia, ready to fight, ex- 
pecting when the Enemy would come out. Bur 
when they knew for certain that the Enemy 
would not quit their Trenches^ nor come to Bat- 
tel that Day , Cyaxares > calling^ to him Cyru^ 
and the reft of the chief Captains, fpake unto 

them as follows- c * I think it aciyifable, my 

c Friends, that we march in this pofture, imbat- 

* tied as we are, to our Enemies Trenches, and 

* let them know we arc very defirous to fight 

c them. For if upon this, they refufe tocome forth 
1 againft us, our Men will attaque them with 
c greater Vigour and Courage ; and they feeing 
c ns fo refolute and daring, will be fo much the 
c more diflieartned.

And no lefs ab- 

furd is it lor any one, that would willingly fave 

his Life, therefore to betake himfelf to flight; as 
knowing that the Conquerours are they that 

furvive ; but for Fugitives and Renegades, they 

oftner dye than thofe that ftand the heat and 
brunt of the Battel.

perience and Practice perfectly learn'd to keep 
fuch Order. They march'd on briskly too,be 
caufe there was a kind of Emulation amongft

They advane'd likewife with a 
great deal of Cheerfulnefs, becaufe they were ex- 
pert and knowing.

Let us confider then, if we would be fupplyed 



with Horfe, what we are furnifhed with, and in 



what we are wanting. Horfes we have good 

ftore of the Enemies in the Tents; Bits we have 

to manage them, and other things of which 

there may be need for the equipping them. Fur- 
niture too befldes, this we want not for Horfe- 
men, as Armour for the Back and Brcft, to 

guard their Bodies, and Weapons which may 

be of ufe to dart or defend themfclves. What 



therefore remains; It is plain., that we have 

need of Men, which indeed we have more then 
all. For Nothing is Jb truly Onrs^ as we our felves* 

But yet fomc perhaps will obje£t,that we areun- 

difciplin'd . But truly, not any one of them who 

are expert, before he was trained was expert. 

Perhaps it will be obje&ed here, that they 

were trained in their Youth. Hath Youth 

therefore a ftronger Inclination to follow what 

they are fhewed and taught, than Men ? Or 
after they have been taught, whether have Men 
or Youths abler Bodies for Exercifing > 
that, we have had Leifure and Opportunity to 
pra&icc, which neither Youths, no nor all 

Men have at their command. For the Art

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Archery is not now to be taught us, as to Youths 
becaufe we have been now long ftnee acquaint- 
ed with it 5 Nor the skill of # flinging alfo we are 

no Strangers to

But, 
were I once made a Horfe-man,I would propofc 

to kill a Man as far off as I could fee him, and to 
wound Beafts in the Chace, partly by coming 

up dole to intercept them, and partly by flioot 



ing at them, as if they flood like Butts, For 

two fleet things brought upon full fpeed within a 

little diftance of one another, want but a little 

of ftanding (till together. From this Ground it 
is* lays he, that of all Creatures, I ever ufe toad- 
mire mpft the Centaures, if at leaft there were 

ever any fuch in Being ; becaufe they ufed their 

Reafon like Men, and what they had need of 

they wrought with their Hands; and who had 

Strength and Speed to overcome in the Chace, 



and to fubdue in Fight; which Qualifications 



fhould all meet in me, were I a Horfe- man; 

The Reafon of a Man to direct me, his hands to 
bear Arms, the Feet of a Horfe to purfue, and 
his Back to befiride the Enemy. Nor will there 
be need ro pinion me to the Horfe, as the Cen- 

taures^ though that be better than to grow to the 



Horfe by Nature. For I truly am of Opinion,

To 
which Cyrus: What fay you then /ays he, fince 
this choice is wonderfully approved by us all? 
Shall we impofe a Law upon our felves, that

Chryfantas was come leading thofe that wore Breaft- 
plates, Cyrus gave him fome to be his guides on 

the way and bad him march leafurely on till the re- 
turn of the Mclfenger, For they were not all yet 
upon the way. He himfelf Handing ftill in one place, 

tad every one a s they came along go in his order,and 

if any lagg'd behind he fent one to him to haften 
him forward. Aflbon as all were upon the Way 



he fent a company of Horfe to Chryfantas to tell him 

of it, and that he flhould therefore march the falter.

ing but a little way off from thefe Villages, fent 

out fome to fpy the Country. The Affyrian percei 

ving it Ordered two or three Chariots with a few 

Horfe-men to fly from them as if they were afraid 

and their number but very fmall, Affoon as the 
fpies took notice of this, they not enly Perfued them 
felves, but gave a fign to Gadatas to do the like. 
He gullM with this Pretence follows on with all the 
Wgernefs imaginable. The Affyrians when they 
thought they had Gadatas fore rife immediately from 

their Ambufti. Upon this Gadatas his Men fled 
and the other partly Perfu d. In the Perfuit he that 
hid this Ambufti for Gadatas, wounded him in the 
Shoulder, but not mortally.

Ajjyrian whether out of a defire to comply with his 

Nation, or an abfolute liking of the thing,confented 
to the Propofals. Whereupon 'twas agreed betwixt 
them that they fhould beat peace with the Husband- 
men, but at War with the Souldiers. Thus did Cf 



rw y concerning the Husbandmen. He bad his Men 

feed their Horfes if they would within their own 



precindta, but to Plunder the Enemies Country

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When Cyrus heard this, he thought it worthy of 

Confideration. Then, fays he, But what do you fay 

Gadatas 9 have not you fortift'd your Caftle with a 
flrpng Garrifon, which may afford you fecurity 
when ever you betake your felf to it ? Are not you 

imbodyM with us, fo that if the Gods fide with us 
as they have done hitherto, he has more reafon to 
dread you, then you him.

And that he fliould place 
both the Women in a particular apartment of the 

Tent, and with them the Mufical Women which 

were chofen out for Cyaxares. Which was done 



accordingly. But when he that was fent to C 




res had don his errand, Cyaxares thought it more 

expedient that the Army fhould remain in the Con- 
fines where it was. For the Perfians, which Cyrus 

' ought with him, were there already, who were a 




bout forty thoufarid Archers and Target Men. 

Wherefore perceiving that the Country of the Medes 
fuffer'd great detriment even from thefe, he was fo 
Far from being willing to admit of a greater multi- 
tude that he would fain be rid of them. And when 

he that brought thefe Forces from Pcrfla ask'd C>- 
:<arcs according to Cyrus his command whether he 
had any need of this 'Army; and he told him no 




Jed the Army again to Cyrus on the fame day where 

in he heard he was arriv'd. 

The next day Cyaxares with the Median Hotfe 
vx hich remain'd with him began his expedition. Cy- 
rus heaving of his corning took with him the Per/,... 

jflorfc who were now very numerous and all the 

Medes, Armenians, Hyrcanians and thofe of his o. 

jtberf ellow-Souldiers who were beft accommodated 

with Horle and Arms, and went out to meet him, 

and (hew'd him the Pomp of his Army. Cyaxjm 

when he faw what a company of brave flout 




were m Cyrus his retinue, and what a fmall defpi- 

cablc Handful of attendants were with himfelf, he 

thought this was much to his dilhonour, and was

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mightily troubled about it. And when Cyrus ligh 

ted from his Horfe and came near tofalute him ac 

cording to the mode, he lighted alfo from his Horfe 
but turn'd away his Face, and refufed to kifs him 
but wept in open view. 

Then Cyrus commanded all the reft to withdraw 

and be filent, and he himfelf taking Cyaxares by the 

hand, led hin a little aiide under fome Palm Trees, 



where ordering forae Median Blankets to be put un 



der Foot, he (ate clofe by him, and begun thu 

with him. I conjure you my Unkle by all that is 
facred, to tell me on what account you are angry 
with me ? What is it that you fee here that fb trou- 
bles you ? To this Cyaxares made this anfwer. Be- 
caufe whereas the Anceftours from whom I am de- 
fended have been Kings time out of mind, whereas 

1 had a King to my Father, and I my felf am alfo 
accounted a King, yet I fee my felf in fuch a mean 

Equipage, and you appear here in fuch Magnifi- 
cence with my Servants and other Forces. And this 
in my opinion is hard to take at the hands of an E« 

nemy, but much more grievous to fuffer by thofe 

from whom I leaf!: expected it. In carnefi, I think 
it better to be ten times buried under Ground then 
to appear fo vile and contemptible , and fee my 
felf negleded and made the fcorn of my Souldiers 



For I am not ignqrant that not only you are 
greater then I, but that my own Servants meet 



me with a ftronger Equipage then I have with 



me, fo that they are better able to hurt me then i 
them, 

At the (peaking of which words he was again o- 
yercomc with Tears 5 So that he brought even Cyrus 

""to that pafs, that his Eyes flood full 

Water ; 
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Water: But when he had a little controul'd his 

Paffiori, he addrefs'd himfelf thus to him : Indeed, 
Cvrus v- W Y Cyaxares> you are under a great Miflake if you 
tufes him- ^ink the Medei are therefore in fuch a Pofture 

felf whereby they are enabled to do you any Mifchief, 

becaufe they are with me : I do not much wonder 

that you are angry, and that you are diftruflful :' 
But whether you have juft Grounds for it or nc 
lhall enquire : Becaufe I know you will not take 

it well if you Ihould hear me turn their Advocate: 

But to deal freely with you, 'tis a great piece 

Imprudence for any Governour to be angry with 
all his Subjects at once ; For when many are afraid, 
many will of neceffity turn Enemies ; befides, to be 
angry with all, is the ready way to make all band 
together into a Confpiracy : And I would have you 
know,that 'twas for this very reafon, that I would 

return thefe men to you again without coming 

with them my felf, becaufe I was afraid left any 

thing fhould happen through your difpleafure which 

might occafion Grief to us all; Therefore you need

not fear any Danger from thefe while I am here 

prefent : But whereas you think you have fuftain'd 

much wrong from me, I cannot chufe but be migh- 
tily troubled, if while I endeavour to the utmoft to 

oblige arid pleafurc my Friends, I (hall be thought 

to do quite contrary. But to what puipofe is it thus 

rafhly to charge one another ? Rather, if it be pof- 

fible, let us undcrftand clearly what manner ot In- 




jury it is that 1 have done you : And I think this 

is a very juft Propofal among Friends.

head them. And did not I comply with you in this, 

did not I come, did not I bring with me as nume- 
rous and as good an Army as I could > 'Tis true, 

you did fo.

3 Tis 

plain fay'd Cyaxares that you were beneficial. To 

proceed then, when the Enemy was arrived, and 
oppoGtion was to be made againft them, did you 

then take notice that 1 fpar'd any labour, or (hrunk 

from any danger ? No truly I did not. When a- 

gain by the favour of Heaven we got the Victory 




and the Enemy retreated, and I deiired you that 

Wc might joyn our Forces in the Perfuit, and exe- 
cution of them, and that whatever happened either 



good or bad we might (have alike in it, can you in 

any of thefe tax me with fclfilhnefs, or that I was 
over and above Studious of my own interefl .?

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this Cyaxares made no reply. Then faicl Cyrus again, 

well fince you think filence in this point is the beft 

anfwer, did you take it as an injury that when it 



feem'd not fafe for you to Perfue, I would not fuffer 

you to hazard your Perfbn, but defired you to let 
tne have fome of your Horfe ? Did I do you any 
injury in asking this of you, efpecially fince I had 
before been an Affiftant to you in the fight ? this I 

would fain have made out. To which when Cyaxa- 
res made no anfwer, Cyrus went on. But fince you 

will neither anfwer to this, tell me Cyaxares, was I 
injurious to you becaufe when you told me you 

would not take off the Medes from their Merriment 

which you faw them ingaged in by employing them 
in an hazardous Perfuit, I would not give way to 
any refentment, but afterwards renew'd the 1'ame 
requeft to you, then which nothing left could 
granted by you to me, and nothing eafier be impo 




ied upon the Medes ? For I only askM you to give 
tne thofe who were willing to follow me. And when 

had a grant, I did nothing but by perfwafion. 





that I came to them, won upon them by perfwading 

them, took them and fo departed, and all this by 

your permiilion. And If 1 am to be blamed for this, 





then 'twill be a fault to take any thing that you 

give me. This was the manner of our letting out. 
And when wc were gon, what was there done by 

us that is not known to all ? Were not the Tents 

e Enemy taken > Were not the greater part of 
thofe fhin who came againft you ? Did we not take 

away from thofe that remained alive their Horfes 

and their Arms ? And as for the fortunes of thofe 
that hvretofore invaded your pofleffions, you fee 

them now in the hands of your friends, part^ 

which 
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which they bring to. you, and part by your leave 
they referve for themfelves. And which is the moft 

glorious thing of all, you fee your own Territories 

inlarged , and thofe of your Enemy diminifh'd. 
You fee their Catiles taken, and your own which 

Syrians had poflefs'd themfelves of now in yout 
own power again. And now methinks 'tis an in- 

fignificant thing to inquire whether thefe things be 
good or bad, but yet however I am willing to hear 
what your fentiments are. 
To this Cyaxares returned this Anfwer: Indeed 

Cyw, I know not how to charge your a&ions with 
any thing ill ; But I would have you know, that cyaxares 
thefe good Turns of yours are of fuch a Nature>that difemrs 
the greater Shew they make, the more troublefome his envie 
ihey are to me:For I would rather fee yourDominions 
enlarged by my Forces, than mine by yours; Be- ' y 



caufe thefe A&ions which make you illuflrious, c 

clipfe my Light ; And fo for thefe Gifts, I had ra- 
ther you were at the receiving hand than I for by 
thus enriching me you make me the poorer. In 
truth, if I (hould fee my Subjects moderately in 
jured by you, it would not grieve me fo much as 

it does to fee them thus laden with Obligations 

But if this feems to you an unreafonable Complaint, 

make it your own Cafe, and ronfider: Suppofe 

any body (hould make much of thofe Dogs which 

you bred up to keep your Houfe, fo as to make them 

more familiar with him than with your felf, would 

you thank him for fuch a piece of Service ? But 
this feem an inconfiderablc Inliance , fuppofe he 

Ihould fo endear thofe Servants whom you keep for

I'm fure we Cadufians paid feverciy for offering to 
ftray from the Body of the Army, though but for a 
little while. Then Artabazus who calfd himfelf 
the Kinfman of Cyrus, for my part, fays he, l.diffcnt 
thus far from all that have fpoken before me. They 
fay that we ought to (lay here in a military pofture. 
But I fay I was continually in an Expedition, even 

while I was at home; For I oftentimes afforded my 
affifiance both when out goods were plundered and 



our Caftles befieged treacheroufly, befides my care 



of the Garrifon, and all this I did at my own 

charge. But now I am poffefPd of their Caftles, 

and am not at all af raid of them, and eat and drink 



of the Enemies Provifions. Since therefore my Do 
meftic Life was a warfare , and my military Life 



a continual feafh 1 would not by any means the Ar 



nw (hould be difbanded. Then faid Gobryas, 

cannot chufe (Fellow Souldicrs) but commend the 

performances of Cyrus's hand, for he has been wan- 
ting in nothing that he promifed.

for whofoever of them had their Arms or Horfes 
taken from them will quickly get a new fupply of 

each, and others will fpring up in the room of thofe 

that were ilain, fo that without a miracle they may 
again find us employment. Why therefore did I 

kink Qyaxares to call a Council about disbanding 

the Army ? TrUfy biecaufe I was afraid of what is 

behind. For I fee marching up towards us fuch 

Adverfaries which we cannot .; incpunter if we in« 

canrtp here. The Winter is coming : on apace> and 

tho 5 we have Houfes for our felves, yet we have not 

for our Horifes, nor our Servants, nor for our com- 
mon Souldiersy without whom we cannot fight 
the Enemy. And then as for our Provifion, as far 

as we have come we havefpentit all, and where we 

have not, 'twas cairryed into the Works for fear. 
So that the Enemy has faft hold of that, and will 

in fpight of our Teeth. Who then is fo Gouragi- 
ous, who fo ftrong as to incounter hunger and cold ? 

If this then belike to be the Condition of a Milita- 
ry Life, 'tis better in my judgment willingly to dit 

band the Army, then againlt our wills to be broken 
vvith hardlhip and indigence. But if you are refol- 
v'd to hold out in this warfare, our beft way will 
be to endeavour forthwith to take away as many 



fortify'd places from the Enemy as we can, and to 

fortify more for our felves. For if we take that

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courfe, they will be beft ftockM with Provifion 

wbo hoard up what they take from the other, and 
they will be befieged who are lefs ftored. For the 

refent, our Condition is juft like that of Marriners. 

or they Sail on ft ill, but yet that part of the Oce 
In which they have left behind is no more their 
own, then that which they have not SailM over, 
But if we take their Caftles, the whole Country 
will be the more alienated from the Enemy, and 
we our fel ves (hall enjoy the more quiet. And where- 
as fome of you may fear left you (hould be placed in 

Garrifons far offfro^i your ownCountry J would not 
have you trouble your felves with that > for we will 
take the places nqxt to the Enemy,under our Charge, 

and you (hall inhabit the Regions of JJJyria, which 
JJorder on your own Country* For if we can keep 
thofe places which lie next the Enemy, you who 
dwell agreat way off from them will pafs your time 

in great peace and quiet. It being not likely that 

negle&ing the dangers nearer home, they will mo? 
left you at that diftance. 



When thefe difcourfes were ended, fomeprefenf- 
ly ftood up and readily proffered their Service, and 
among the reft Cyaxares himfelf. Cyrus perceiving 
them fo ready to perform whatever he propofed,

been fayM, we muft with all fpeed get Engins made 



to demolifh the Enemies Walls, and Smiths to 
raife up Fortifications for our felves. Then Cyaxs 
res promtfed that he would get them an Engin 

made, and Gad at as and Gobryas undertook for ano 
ther, Tigtams for another, and Cyrus for another,

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ately hired Workmen and provided Materials, and 

fet fome Seled Perfons ^ to overfee the Work. 

Cyrus perceiving this was like to be a tedious downing 
pfcee of Work, incampM his Army in a place which & ti 9 ct °f 

he thought was wholcfome and of eafy accefe to yru * 

thofe who (hould bring Provifion. And he fo for- 

tify'd all places that were out of repair, that thofe 
who were in them (hould be fafe tho' fometimes re 

mote from the body oi the Army. Befides he in 

quired of thofe who were acquainted with the 

Country, what places would be moft convenient 
to incamp in, and fo always led fome of his Men 

out to feek after Provifion, partly that they might

meet with. Whereupon he augmented the Perfian difign 
florfe, the Slaves fupplying him with fome Horfes his Ex f*fi 
and his Friends with others. For he took all that timtht P n 

was brought him refufing nothing whether Horfes 

or Arms. He provided himfelf alfo with Chariots, 
fome of which he had taken in War. and (bme he 
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Cyrus abo- procured otherwiie. The old Trojan Way of drl? 
lifoes the v ; n g Chariots, and alfo that which is in ufe at this 

driving amon 8 * e Cywieans he utterly aboli(h'd. For 

Gbarhts. io former times the Medes* Syrians^ Arabians and all 

the Nations of Afta did ufe their Chariots in* the 
fame manner as the Cywieans do - now.

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But when all the work thatbelongM to the Tow- 
ers was finilh'd, he made tryal of the drawing 
them. And he found that thole eight yokes would

the lading of one yoke us'd to amount to the 
weight of twenty five Talents. But now whereas 

each Tower was about the thicknefs of a Tragick 

Scene, and bore twenty men apiece with their 
Arms, every yoke had not fo much as fifteen Ta- 
lents weight to its fhare. Now when he perceiv'd 
that thefe Chariots might be driven with fmall la- 
bour, he prepared to lead on againft the Enemy 

with his Towers and his Army. For he thought 

the defire of bettering ones Condition a very juft 

and profperous thing in War. 

About this time fome Embafladours came from 

India who brought money to Cyrus , and a Letter 

from the Indian King to this effe&. I take it very 
kindly-, Cjwr,that ypu would acquaint me with your 

wants : I am willing there (hould be an intimacy be- 
twixt us, in token whereof I fend you this money v 

Befides I have commanded thofe that bring this to 
you to do what ever you bid them : Which when 

Cyrus had read, my pleafure is, fays he, that fome 
of you remain in the Tents which you have lodg'd 
, and guard this money, and live as plcafantly as 
you can. And that three of you go to the Ene 

my pretending that you come from the Indian 

King to treat about a league , and when you 
know in what pofture things are with them, bring 
me and the Indian word affoon as may be, both 




what they fay and do : If you will be ferviceable 

to me in this I (hall take it as a greater kindnefs

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then the money which you brought me. For as for 

fpics they like Servants can bring intelligence of 
nothing but what is known to all. But fuch men

The Indians after they heard 

this, and were nobly entertain'd by Cyrus^ departed 

the next day, engaging themfelves under an oath 
to return affoon as ever they had fufficiently infer- 
m'd themfelves concerning the ftate of the Ene 

my 

Now when Cyrus had made Preparation for the 
War in a very magnificent manner(as indeed he was 

a man that did nothing meanly) he did not only 

bufy himfelf about thole things which his Fellow 

Souldiers thought fit to be don, but kindled an 

ambition among his friends who {hould appear beft 

arm'd, beftskill'd in riding and throwing of a Dart* 
and beft able to endure hardftiip and labour. And 

this he did by leading them out ahunting, and by 

honouring thofe who excelled. Moreover if he ob- 

ferv'd any Commanders that made it their bufinefe 
(o improve their Souldiers, he encouraged them 
partly by commending them, partly by gratifying 
them in what he could. And if at any time he did 
Sacrifice or celebrated a feftival, he inftituted war- 
like Games and exercifes and confer'd great rewards 

on the Vidtors : So that there was a great deal of 
joy and content in the Army. 

Cyrus had now almoft finithed all things in or- 
der to his Expedition except the Engins. For the 
number of the Perfian Horie was now improved to 
ten thoufand. And there was about an hundred 
Chariots that boreSithes of his own making, befides 
fo many more which Abradatas the Sufan made in 

imitation

beftowing gifts as occafion required. Betides that 

fimgtbof 3 ^ teat lliany Tbracians were already hired who 

thtEmmyis wore lon 8 Swords. That the 'Egyptians alfo were 
difewmd. landed, about an hundred and twenty thoufand 

in number, with Helmets reaching down to their 
Feet, and huge Spears, fuch as are now alfo in ufe 
among them, and falchions. That the Cyprians al 
fo and all the Cilicians^ both the Phrygians^ Lycaoni 

ans^ Paphlagonians , Cappadocians, Arabians^ Pbj 
nutans^ AJJyrians and hnians, with the King 
Babylon^ the JEolenfwis and almoft all the Grecians 

that dwell in Apa were lifted under the Conduct ot 
Cr&fits. And that he had fent Embaffadours into 

Laced<entonia(or more help. That the Army incamp'd 

by the River VaUolus^ and that they were about to 

fnarch towards Thybarra ( where now alfo the Bar 

harians of the lower Syria who are under the Kings 

Jurifdi&ion 
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Jurifdi&ion ufe to incamp) and that 'twas proclai- 
med that the public Market for all faleable Commo- 
dities fhould be kept there, and when all this Was '* 

confirmed by the report of the Slaves (for 'twas the 

aim of CyrUs to take fome Captives from whom he 
might pump out fomcthirig, he alfo fent out fpies, 

tirtder the difguife of Slaves and Renegades ) when 

Cyrus his Army heard all this, every one began to 

be concern'd ( as indeed, they might well enough) 

artd all of them march'd on more filently then they c y™sM* 

ufed to do, and a great many of them feem'd very fj~ 

touch damped. Moreover they parcelled themfelves g 
out into Companies, and every place was full of 
difcourfings about this News. Cyrus perceiving 
the ihfe&ion to fpread, calPd together the Com- 
manders and all others whole Fear or Courage 
might have any influence upon the Army.

And as he was between the Chari 

ots and the Souldiers arm'd with Coats of Male 

as often as he looked upon any in the Ranks 

would fometimes fay : How plea (ant is it (Soul- 




diet/) to behold your Faces ! And fbmctimes, a 

gain to others, do you confider Souldiers that we 
are now to contend not only for this days Victory, 
but alfo for that which we obtained before, and in- 
deed that our whole happinefs lies at ftake ? And 
then as he pafTed by another, We (hall have no rea- 
fon hence forward (Fellow-Souldiers ) to complain 
of our Gods, for they have given us opportunity 
of many and great atchievements. But however 
(Souldiers) let us acquit our felves like Men. And 

again, to others : To what better Banquet could 



we defire to be invited then to this ? For now is 



your time, if you are rcfolv'd to play the men, 
to inrich and advantage one another.

You know (I fuppofe) Soul 
diers that here are rewards propos'd before us \ 

To them that overcome the reward is to perfue, 

kill and dellroy, Plunder and be commended * to

For I will not 
away with any Cowardlinefs or bafenefs if I can

Company, anAwithall, fent in the Chariots which 

were on the right and the left among them. Many 

that efcaped from the Chariots, were kilPd by thofe 

that followed the Wing, and many that efcaped 



them were intercepted by the Chariots. 

And Abradatas no longer able to contain himfelf^ 

cry'd out aloud, Follow me Friends, and rulh'd in 

with his Horfe upon the Enemy, and Ihed a great

Body. And with this, the other Chariots broke in 
alfo.

in the way, that Ahradstas with fome of thofe

Cyrus But as Cyrus was marching on in the way that 
brings ma- leads to Babylon, he fubdued the people of the grea~^ 

ny - Cm *l r tet Pbrygia, thcCappadocians and the Arabians, with 

hUVobe w hofe Armour he arm'd no, lefs then forty thou- 

fand of the Perfian Horfe. And many of the Cap- 

'And re- V ves Horfes* he diftributed among his Fellow-Soul- 
turns to diers. And thence he came to Babylon with a yaft 
Babylon, number of Horfe, with many Archers and Darters; 

and an innumerable Company of Slingers. And 

when he was come to Babylon^ he placed his Army 
all round about the City \ and he himfelf with 

fome of his Friends and a few other Souldiers tra- 

■ 

vers'd round the City, After he had furvey'd the 

Walls he was preparing to draw off his Arm^ 
when a certain Renegade came to him out of the 
City, and told him that the Babylonians had a de 

iign to fet upon him when his Army retreated.

pliance. And therefore unlefs any of you can think 

of a better Expedient, I think that muft be our 
way to deal with them.

Water; Whence it corties to pafs that the City 

owes more of its ftrength to the River then to the 

Walls, Then faid Cyrus* let us let alone thofe 

things CbrffantM which we are not able to compafsi 

And let every one fall to work and caft a large 

and deep Trench, fuch as may need but Tew 

Guard it. Having therefore mcafuredout afpace 

of Ground all round the Walls, leaving fome void 

fpace on this fide the River, as much as would 

ftrvefor fbme Out- works, he carta great Trench 

about the Walls, throwing up the Earth toward 
themfelves. Then he built Towers by the River, 

founding them upon Palm- Trees, which were no 
fefs then an hundred yards tall, (for there are fome 

6f a greater length then this: ) And 'tis the nature 
of Palm-Trees when they are prefsM with any 
weight to rife up into a great bunch, juft as the 

backs of AfTes do that carry Burthens. And thefe 



Palm-Trees he chofe for the Foundation of his 

Towers, that he might obferve the manner of thofe 

that lay fiegeagainft a City, thst though the Rivet 

ftiould get into the Trench, yet the Tower might 

ftill ftahd faft. He rais'd alfo many other Towers 
upon the Earth that was thrown up, that there 

might be a great many places for ftmding Senti- 
nel ; And thus wcxcCyms his Men employed. But 

thofe that flood upon the Walls laugh' t at thisfiege, 

having Provilion enough to laft them above twenty 

years. Which when Cyrus underltood he divided 



his Army into twelve parts, that fo every part 
might keep Ward one month in a year. When the 

Babylonians 
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'Babylonians heard of this, they laught fo much the 

more, as thinking with themfelves that they (liould 

Jjave the Phrygians* Lydians, , Arabian* and Cappa- 

docms to keep Ward againtt them : Who, as. they 

thought, were better afted'ed toward themfelves. 



then toward the Ferftans. And now by this the 

Trenches v/ere made. 
JBut Cyrus hearing that the Babylonians were to 

have a great Feftivai celebrated, when they ufed to 

revel all night long, as foon as it was dark by the 

help of a great many , Hands, he opened a patfage 

into the Trench toward the River. When this 

was done, the Water flowM into the Trenches by 



night, fo that that part of the River which ran 

through the City began at length to be palfable* 

When this had taken efted, Cyrus commanded the 
chief Officers of his Horfe and Foot to come to him, 

and that they (liould each of them lead their Thou 
fands, divided into two Companies. And that 

the reft of their Fellows (hould follow behind afte» 
their wonted manner. When thefe were come 

Cyrus fent fotpe of his Horfe and Foot into the 

(ha|low parts of the River, to try whether it was> 

paflabk or no. And when they had brought word 

that it was paffable, then calling together the Offi- 
cers of his Horfe and Foot, he thus delivered him- 

felftothem. this River (Fellow-SouldiersJ has 
afforded us a paffage into the City : Let us therefore 

enter with Courage and fear nothing, but let us 

cpnfider, that thofe whom we now let upon are 
the very fame which we overcame before, when 
they were affifted by Neighbour Forces ; When they 
were all awake and fober, arm'd and in Martial 
order. But now we go againft them at a time

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when many of them are faft afleep, many drunfe 
and all in a diforderly pofture. And befides, when 

chey once know that we are got within them, they 

will be ten times more impotent then they are now; 

becaufe they will be in a Confirmation. But if any 
be terrified with that which ufes to be mod formi- 
dable to thofe that enter Cities, left getting up up 

on their Houfes they throw down things upon us, 
let that rather add to your Courage. For if any 

climb up into the tops of their Houfes, we have, 
you know, the God Vulcan for/our Fellow- Souli- 
er. And their Porches are very eafy to take fire : 

For their Doors are made of Palm-Tree, and daubM 

over with Sulphur which is very apt to Kindle. Artd 

we for our parts have good ftore of Torches, Pitch 

and Tow which will quickly kindle a great fire 




that they muft of neceffity either quickly leave their 

Houfes or be quickly burnt. But come on and take 
to your Arms, and I by the help of the Gods will 

lead you the way. But do you Gadatas and Gobry 

as, (hew us which way we muft take, becaufe you 

know it, and affoon as we are come in, lead us to 

the Palace. Then faid thofe that were with Gobry 

asy 'tis no wonder if the Gates of the Palace ftand 
now open, for the whole City feems this night to 

be given up to Revelling. But however we (hall

But when Gadatas and Gobryds were come to 

Cp us, they firft of all gave thanks to the Gods 

or giving them the opportunity of punifhing fuch 

then they kifsM Cyrus his Hands 

very excefs of joy. The 
P«t day when 'twas light thofe that kept the Walls 

Hh ? per- 
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perceiving that the City was taken, and that the 

King was kill'd, they furrenderM up all without 
any more adoe. Cyrus took the Caftles, and placed 

a Garrifon in them. He gave their Friends leave 
to bury their dead, and ordered a Proclamation 

to be made by his Herauld?, that the Babylonians 
(hould come and bring in their Arms, denouncin 

death to all thofe in whofe Houfes any Arms (houl 

be found. They brought in their Arms according- 

which Cyrus put up in the Towers that they 




r.

might be in readinefs upon any occafion : When 
this was done hecall'd his Magi, and comman- 
ded them that lince the City was taken in War, 

they (hould lay afide the chiefeft part of the fpoils 
for the Honour of the Gods, and that they (hould 
aflfign Temples for them. Then he made a diftrl- 
bution of the other' Houfes and Palaces among 
them whom he took to have the greateft (hare in 
what was done. And after this manner he diftii- 

buted according to his old rule, the beft to thofe 

who had beft deferv'd : And in cafe any one 
thought he had lefs then his due, he faid he would 

have him come to him and tell him fo. He gave 

order alfo that the Babylonians (hould till the Field 

pay Tribute and difel large thofe Duties which were 
allotted to every one. He commanded the Perftm 

and their Aifociates, and as many of his Fellow-Soul- 
diers as would tarry with him, to (hew themfclves 

like Matters to thofe that were delivered to then 

How Cy- /\nd from that time Cyrus 

m to take upon him the Hate of a King, and to this 

Itfd as purpofc he was advifed by his Friends to appear Jj 

publick but fcldom, and that after a more fpkndtJ 
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manner then before * which he contrived after this 

manner : Early in the morning he flood in a con- 
venient place and admitted any one to come to 
Mm that had any bufinefs with him, and when hq 
had given bim his anfwer, he difmifs d him. But 

when his men underttood the time of accefs, they 

Le in vaft Multitudes to him. So that there was 
neat thronging and quarrelling.among them who 
lould come firm His Officers gave them ad* 

mittance as well as they could according to their 

Quality •, and if any one of his Friends appear d 
premng forward among the croud, then Cyrus rea- 
ched out his Hand and pluck'd them to htm, 
faying to them, Stay a little my Friends till we have 

difpafch'd this croud, and then we will conycrle at 
Icifure. Wherefore his Friends waited, and in the 
mean while the croud increaCd, till the evening 
was come upon him before he could have oppor- 
tunity of converfmg with his Friends. Therefore 

Cyms faid to them : Now Friends Yis high time 

to adjourn, but to morrow morning I would have 

you be here again : For 1 have fomething to fay to 
you. When his Friends heard this they departed 
contentedly, though by reafon of waiting up and 

down they had neglected their neceffary affairs. 

So for that nteht they betook themfelves to their

Whereas on the contrary I think the beft way for

them. But perhaps fome of them may fay, Why 
did he not ufe this Method at firft, but afford him- 
felf freely to all Commers > Why, becaufe I under- 
wood that the Nature of War was fuch, that a 
Commander ought not to be the latt either in un-= 

demanding or in doing what was neceffary. And 

Commanders fliould appear but feldome, they 

muft needs Omit many things which ought to be 

- « done* 
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done. But now we have finifh'd the greateft part 
of our Wars and enjoy a little refpite, I am willing 
now to confult my own eafe. Wherefore fince 
I am in doubt what is beft to be done for the fecu 
lity both of our own affairs and theirs whom we 

ought to be concern'd for, let fome body or other 

advife with nie and propofe what he thinks moft 

convenient. . 
Thefe were the words of Cyrus. Then flood up 

Ambazust he that faid that he was Cyrus his Kinf 

man, and faid, Indeed Cyrus you have well done 

difcourfe. For when you were 

very 'young" I began to get an interefl in your 

Friendfoip, but when I faw that you flood in no 

need of my Services, I was fqmething fcrupulous 
of coming to you. But when you defired me ' 

chance to deliver the Commands of Cyaxares to the 
Medes. I thought with my felf that if I ferv'd you 



in 





readily in this, I might ingratiate my felf with 
you, and have the priviledge of converting with 

you, which I defired for a long white. And that 



Charge indeed I perform'd well, fo that you your 
felf commended me. For 't was then that the Hyr- 
canians firft began to League with us, at a time 
when we were very deftitute of afllflants. So that 

we could e'ne have hugg'd them in our Arms for 

very kindnefs. After that when the Enemies 

Tents were taken I thought you were not at leifure 
for me, and indeed 1 forgave you on that fcore. 
At that time Gobryas enter'd into League with us,

us, Babylon we have taken and reduced all things

I could no come to you had I not ftruggled with 

the croud. But when you took me by the Hand and 
commanded me to fit down by you> then was! 



fain to tit there a whole day in the view of the Mul- 
titude without either meat or drink. Now there- 
fore if things may be fo drderM that thofc that have 
deferv'd moft at your Hands may enjoy your Com 



pany moft, well and good, but if not, I will again 

in your own words give order that all fhall with- 
draw from you except thofe that have been your 
riends from the beginning. Then Cyrus and i 

great many more laughM heartily 

Then itood up Chryfantas the Ferfign and faid 

thus, You did very well Cyus formerly in expoling 

your felf to common ' view, partly for the reafonfc 

you your felf juft now mentioned, and partly 
caufe we were not worthy of fuch a particular re- 
gard : For we were then with you upon our own

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account. But it was neceflary for you at that time 

to procure a Multitude at any rate, that they might 

(bare with us in undertaking Labours and undergo- 
ing dangers. But now you are in this Condition and

fixt abode. For what will you be the better for your 



Empire if you alone want an Habitation, then 

which nothing is counted more facred among men, 
nor more peculiarly our own.

broad, when we in the mean time live in our 
H6ufes, and feem to be in a better Condition than 

you. When Chryfantas had thus fpoken he wa* 

feconded by others who approved of his opinion. 
Then Cyrus enter'd into the Palace, and thbfe 

that carried the Mony from Sardti here delivered up 

their Charge. Aflbon as he was entered, in the 

firft place he did Sacrifice to Fef^and then tojupiur 

and fome other Gods, as the Magi thought lit. When 
this Was done he began to take other bufinels in 

Hand. And when he confiderM with himfelf what 
a Charge he had taken upon him, who was to Go- 

verri fuch a valt Multitude of People, and that he 

Was to refide in fuch a great and Famous City, 

which was as ill affedted toward him as it could 

poffibly be, thefe ' things confiderM he thought he 

had great need of a Guard, confidering withall that Cyrus 

Men were never To expofed to Violence as when 
they were eating or drinking, bathing or Sleeping : 

He made it his care to procure fuch as (hould be 

faithful to him in thefe Circumftances. And he 
Was of Opinion that no Man could ever be faithful 
and trufty, who had a greater love for fome other

are in great difefteem and contempt with other 

men, for that very reafon they want the prote&i- 
on of a Matter, For every one will think to take 

place of an Eunuch in all things, unlefs he be retrai- 
ned by the dread of fome higher Power. But now 
nothing hinders but that he that is faithful may 

take place of others, tho* be be an Eunuch. And 



whereas it might be objected that Eunuchs are 
niuch the weaker for being fo, Cyrus was of a diffe- 
rent opinion, obferving that it was not fo in other 

Creatures. For mad unruly Horfes when they are 

cut geafe indeed to bite People, and abate fomething 

of their frolickfomenefs,but however they are ftill lit 



for the fervices of War. And fo Bulls when riiey 

are cut remit fomething of their Rage and untra&a 
blenefs, but yet they retain their ftrength to Labour, 
And in like manner Doggs when they are cut are as 

good for keeping the Houfe or for hunting as ever 

they were ; So Men are not indeed altogether fo: 



brisk after they are quit of the Heat of Concupi 
feence, but yet they are never the more^negligent 

h performing the bufinefs, or unfit to ride, or 

throw Darts, or lefs ambitions of Honour andPraife,

Bodies though in never fo good Health yet grow 
out of order for want of Exercife : So Temperance, 

Continence and Fortitude by a little intermiflion 

will by degrees degenerate into Debauchery. We 
muft not therefore be idle and indulge our Sloth 
nor ru(h greedily upon that which is fweet at pre 



fent. For I think it a great Atchievment to gam 



a Kingdom, but I think it a much greater to keep 

it : For to gain it, often times nothing more is 

required then to be- bold and dare. But to the 

keeping it there is required Temperance, Conti- 
nence and a great deal of care and wife manage 



ment. And therefore confidering this, we ought 



to Exercife our Vermes more now then before we 

were in poffeffion of thefe things : And befides, we 

muft know that the more any one pofleffes, the 

more Envy, Treachery and Hoftility he is obnoxi- 
ous to, efpecially if he has Mens goods and Servi- 
ces againft their wills, as 'tis our cafe : We have

labour does always fweeten the enjoyment. For 

Labour is the greateft Banquet that can be to men 
of Generous Minds. But 'tis not all the fumpfifr 

oufnefs in the World that will make that fweet 
and grateful which a man did not ftand greatly in 
need of before he had it. But if as Providence af- 



fords us what men moft defire, fo to make them 



relifli the better every one provides them for himfelf, 
fuch a man will be in a much better Condition than 

other indigent Perfons in this refpetf:, becaufe his 

hunger will fweeten his meat, and his thirft will 

fweeten his drink, and his wcarinefs will indear his 

reft 
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reft. Wherefore I think 'tis our intereft to keep 

our Military Difcipline as becomes men, thac 

we may find the more relifli in what we enjoy, and 

fecure, our fclves from experimenting the greateft of 

Afflictions. For 'tis not half fo grievous a thing 

not to get, as 'tis to lofe what a man has gotten 
Befides I would have you confider, what caufe we 

have to pretend for an idle life now more then we 

had before. Is it becaufe we are in Power ? But 



tis a difparagement for thofe that Govern to be 
worfe then their Subje&s : Is it becaufe we feem 

now to be in a more flouriftiiug Condition then be- 
fore ? Can Idlencfs then be warrantable in a pro 
fperous Fortune ? Shall we animadvert upon thofe 
Servants which we have if they behave themfelves 
amifs. But with what face can he that does ill hirn 
felf punilh others, for idlenefs or any other mifde- 
meanour ? Belides, I would have you confider that 

we have undertaken to maintain a great number of 

Guards both for our Perfons and our Houfes. Now 

what a (hameful thing will it be that when we 

think we ftand in need of others Guards, we be not 
Guards to our felves. But you mutt know there is 

no fuch Guard in the World as for a man to be Di 
ligent and Valiant. For this will always infepara- 

bly attend us. But he that wants this, will never 
fpeed well in any thing elfe. What is it then that 
1 would have you do > And wherein would I have 

you employ your Valour and Gare ? Why I will lay 

no new Injunction upon you, but as the Peers a- 

mong the Perfians live at the Court, fo would 

have you Peers that are here take to the fame em- 
ployment which we ufed there: And I would have 

you be intent upon me and obferve whether I make 
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it my bufincfs to mind my Duty, and [ in like man- 
ner will obferve you, and thofe whom I perceive 

to be careful and diligent I will honour and reward. 
Moreover we will here educate thofe Children 

which we have here. For 'twill be a means to im- 
prove our felves, if we endeavour to Qiew good 

Examples to our Children, and 'twill not be an 

eafy matter for our Children to grow debauch'd if 



they would never fo fain, when they (hall neither?

Hefe were the Words of Cyrus : Then 
Cbryfantas .flood up and fpoke to this 

effecft. I have long fince obferv'd (Fel 

low-Souldiers) that in divers refpedts 
ihere is ho difference between a good Prince and a 

good Father. For Fathers provide for their Chil- 
dren that they may want nothing that is good for 

them, andCymr feems now to advife us to thofe 

things which make for our Happinefs. But in as 

ttHich as he feems to me to have faid fomething le(s

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then the matter required, I will endeavour to make 
up what is wanting for your better Information, 
Think then with your felves, what City of the Ene 



my can be taken by thofe who will not obey the 
Commands of their Govcrnour ? Or what City 




of our Friends can be prefervM by them ? What 
Army of Rebellious Souldiers can obtain the Victo- 
ry ? How can men be more eafily overcome in Bat- 
tel, then when they perfue every one a divided in- 
tereft ? Or what other great exploit can be done 
by thofe whorefufe to refign themfelves to the con 

dud- of their Governours ? What Cities can " 
rightily ordered ? What Families can be kept up 

How do Ships arrive to the place which they are 

bound for ? How have we our felves attained to 

this profperous Condition we are now in any 

otherwife then by yielding Obedience to our Go- 
verhour ? For by this means vye fpeedily arrived, 

whether by day or night to all places according as

our bufinefs lay. And while we followed our Go 

vernour all in a Body, none were able to Hand be 
fore us, neither did we have any thing done 




halves of all that was commanded us* If therefore 

to be obedient be the greateft good in order to the 

obtaining all other good things, know for certain 
that it is alfo the greateft good in order to thepre- 
ferving what is already obtained. Confider moreo. 
ver that before many exercis'd power over us, and 
we over none, but now your Condition is fuch 
that fome of you command more and fome lefs. As 
therefore you think it fit that you ftiould be obeyM 
by thofe who are under your Command, fo let us 
obey thofe to whom in Duty we are bound. And 

let there be this difference betwixt us and Servants

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that whereas they ferve their Matters grudgingly 

?md unwillingly, let us if we arc in love with liber- 
ty, do thofe things of our own accord which are 

moft commendable. And you ftnll find (Tays he) 

that thofe Cities which are not under Monarchical. 
Government, yet if they obey their Magiftrates 
with all diligence, will hardly ever be brought into 

$ubje£Hon by the Enemy. Let us therefore accor- 
ding to the order of Cyrus* be always in readinefe 
here at the Court, and exercife our (elves in our 
Arms, that fo we may keep what we have got> and 

offer bur Services to Cyrus that he may ule them 

to what he thinks expedient, For this we muft 

know, that Cyrus cannot find out anything that 

may promote his oWn private in tereft divided 
from ours. We have both one Intereft, and both 
the fame Enemies. When Chryfantas had thus faid, 

the other Perfians and Fellow-Souldiers rofe up 

and gave their approbation to what had been 

faid. Whereupon 'twas refolvM that the Nobles 

fliould always ftand at the Gates an 1 offer their Ser- 
vices to CytfS) till he fhould pkafe to difrmfs 

them. 

Which decree is ft ill obferv'd by them that are 
under the Kings Dominions in Afia, in as much as 

they are very Officious in frequenting the Gates 

of their Princes. And as Cyrus fas we have ob- Cyrus i 

ferv'd) had fo orderM the Conftitution of the Go- a [olid 

vernment that he might preferve it to hitnftlf and Fm/dat! 
the Perfians > fo the Kings that came after him°f GovCY} 
wrote after his copy. But it falls out in this z$ in mmU 
all other things, when he that has the Govern- 
ment in his Hands is a better Man then ordinary, 

then the Amient Ritas and Cuftoms ate kept more 

I \ 2 cxa&ly-, 
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exa&ly, but if otherwife, more remifsly. The 

Nobles therefore frequented the Gates of Cyrus with 
their Horfes and Spears, in conformity to the order 

of thofe chief Men that were Partners with him in 
the overthrow of that Kingdom. But the reft had 

other things by Cyrus committed to their Char 

For fome were Toll-gatherers, fome were Ste- 
wards, fome wereOverfeers of his Buildings, fome 
were Treafurers and fome were Caterers to buy in 

Provifion. And to fome he committed the care of 

his Horfes and his Dog?, that he might have them 

train'd up for his ufe. 

But that thofe whom he would have to (hare 

with him in maintaining his happy Condition 

might be improved to great degrees of excellence, 
this he made his own peculiar Care, and would not 

leave it in Charge with others. For he knew that 

if any time he fhould be ingaged in War he rrmft 
take his Guard from among thofe who had been 
exercifed in the moft defperate fervices, and that 

the Captains of his Horfe and Foot muft 
taken alfo from the fame Nurfery. He knew 

alfo that he fhould make ufe of fome of their 
fervices that they might be Deputy Governours 

of Cities and whole Nations, and that fome 

of them might be. employed upon Ernbaify 

Which he took to be a thing of the moft con- 
siderable moment, that fo he might obtain what 

he had a mind to without being fore'd to wage 

War for ir. And if thole by whom the greatell 




mbaffk- bufineffes of ftate were to be managed were not 



dors very fuch ?s they fhould be ^ he though his Condition 
i?£S- wouia be none of the bdh But if the 5( were > then he 

vmmu thought all would go well. And being he was

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this Perfwafion, he did all he could to make ihem 

He thought it alfo neceffary that he himfelf 
fliould apply himfelf to the exe ? .fe of Ver we. 

For he thought it a great piece of indecency that 

he fhould incite others to great and laudable per- 
formances if he was not as he ought to be himfe f, 

which when he contider'd he found that he had 

need in the fiift place of leiiure and opportunity if 
he would enter upon great defigns. He thought 
it impaffible that he foould negled his revenues, 

becaufe he faw there were great expences in a 

great Kingdom. And again, whereas his revenue 

was very peat, he knew he (hould be always taken 

up in the Care of managing it, and that that 
would call him off from the greater concerns ot 

ftate. Wherefore while he was considering how 

his private Affairs might be rightly order d, and he 

in the mean time enjoy his opportunities ofla- 

fure he calPd to mind how 'twas with the Mili- 
tary Officers. For, for the moft part the Cap- 

tains of ten take Care of their ten, and the Cap- 
tains of the Regiments take Care of the Captains 

often, the Tribunes take Care of the Captains of 

the Regiments, and the Captains of ten thoufand 

take care of the Tribunes. By which means it 
comes to pifs that among fo many thoufands none 
are left uncared for ; And when the head General 
is pleafed to employ the Army, 'tis but to give his 

Orders to the Captains of ten thoufand and the 
work's done. Cyrus therefore made ufe ot the 

fame Mc thod in the Adminiftration of his domeftick 
Affairs, fo that he needed only to impart his mind 



to a few, and' his private concerns would by no 



I i z means 
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means be neglefted. By which means he had more 
leifure then either any Houfe- holder or Matter of a 
Ship. And having thus ordered his own Affairs 

he taught thofe of his Court to do the like. And 
fo procured leifure both to himfeif and to his 
Friends. 

Cyrus his ^ ter ^is ^ c tc °k u P on h' m t0 reform thofe 
way to w ho lived at Court with him : And in the firft 
bring bis place he look't after thofe who were able to live 
Feoplt oftm by the Labour of others, tho* they never came to 

to Com. Court. Becaufe he thought thofe that were pre-' 

fent would not be guilty of any mifdemeanour, 
partly becaufe they were in the Kings prefence, and 
partly becaufe they knew that they (liould have the 



chieftft of the Nation continual eye witneffes 0 

their Anions. But for thofe who were not pre- 
fent, he thought that either Intemperance, Injuflice 
or Negligence were the caufes of their abfence. 
Wherefore upon that account he compdPd them 

to berefident ; Which he did by authorizing force 
of his deareft Friends to take Poflcflion of their 
Goods when they were abfent. When this was 
done, thole that were difpoffefsM of their Goods 
came and fued for Jufiice. But 'twas always a long 
time before Cyrus would fuffer the matter to come 

to a hearing. And after he had heard if, he ufed 



to delay a long time before he would give Sen 



fence. And this he thought an excellent wav to 
ingage their Services to him, better then if he 



fliould force them to be prefent by dired and open 

puniihments. This was one way whereby he 
taught them to be alwavs upon Duty ; Another 
was by commanding thofe that were prefent no* 
thing but what was taiy and for their advantage 



to 
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to do 1 another way was, by giving them nothing 

who were abfent. But if none of theft cour- 
fes proved effectual, his laft way of dealing with 
them was to take away their Eftates, and give 

them to thofe who he thought would attend upon 
him better. And by this means, he gain d a pro- 
fitable Friend inftead of one that was unprofitable. 
And this manner of animadverting upon thofe 
that are abfent when they ought to be upon 

Duty is kept up in ufc by the King of Per/w, at 

this day. And thus did Cyrus behave himfeif to- 
ward thofe that were abfent : But as for thofe who 

eave him conftant attendance he thought he ihoulct 
fufficiently ftir them up to the undertaking or 



ereat and laudable A&ions, if he himfeif that was 
Fheir Prince made it appear that he was emi- 
nently indued with all Vertuous accomphlh- 

^ He' obferv'd likewife that Men were made much 

the better by written Laws, but that a good P«nce 
was to men a law with Eyes : Since he could not J*j** 

only prefcribe Rules, but ajfo fee and punifh the hws the 

Violation of them. Upon this account he difcove d j^ tt£S «. 
at this time a more then ordinary Zeal for the Ser- amflt 
vice of the Gods, becaufe he was now in a hap- 
pier Condition then ever. And now was the order 

of the Magi firft conftituted, whofe Office was to 

fine Hymns of Praife' to the Gods conftantly 

affoon as 'twas light, and to offer Sacrifice every 
day. And thefe Conltitutions are now retain d by 
the King of Perfta. The other Perfians imitated him 
in this his Devotion, becaufe they thought they 
(hould profper the better if they worfliipp d the 
Gods as he did who was both happy himfelr, and 

li 1 Com- 
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commanded them to follow the fame courfe. Be- 

fides, they thought hereby to ingratiate themfelves 
the more with Cym. And he himfelf alfo was per- 

fwaded that the Religion of his Subjects would 

turn to his own intcrcft, being of the fame fen- 

timents with thofe who would rather fail in the 

fame Bottom with thofe that a>-e Religious, then 

with thofe that carry the guilt of fome heinous 

Crime about them. Befides, he thought that if all 

his Courtiers were feafon'd with a fchfe of Religi- 
on they would be the lefs apt to Plot any mifchief 
cither againft one another, or againft himfelf, 



who he thought had well dcferv'd of his 
©ourt. 

I 

And whereas he had made it appear that nothing 

pleas'd him fo well as that neither his Friends 



nor 



liis Fellow-Souldiers mould fuftain any damage, and 

that he had an eye to Juftice in all his A&ionS, 

he thought this would be a means to diflVade o- 
thers from enriching themfelves by indirect Me- 
thods. 

He was alfo of opinion that the befl: way to 

make his Subje&s modeft, was by (hewing them 

openly that he fo much revered their opinion 

him, that he would not fpeak or do any undecent 
thing in their fight. And this he thought an ex- 
cellent expedient for this reafon, becaufe Men 
are apt to reverence not only Princes, but thofe 

whom otherwife they ftand in no awe of, . 

they are modeft , more then if they are immo 
deft. And fo do they reverence thofe Women moft 
whom they perceive to be moft Modeft. 





He 
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He thought alfo that 'twould be an excellent 
way to ingage the obedience of his Subje&s, if he 
rewarded thofe openly who ob'ey'd him without any 
jeludfoncy, more fignally then others, who had done 

never fo many and fo great Services* And this 

was his conttant Fra&ife as well as his opini- 

■ 

on. 

Moreover he taught them how to ufe Moderati- 
on by (hewing them what a Matter he was of 
himfelf. For when men obferve that he who has 
the greateft priviledge to be extravagant, behaves 

himfelf modeftly and foberly, thole that have 

lefs liberty will beware how they be guilty of 
any infolence. But the diftin&ion that he made 
between Modefty and Moderation was this, that the 
Modeft would avoid all indecencies in publick, but 
the Moderate in private alfo. 

' The beft way to recommend continence to his 

Subjects was, he though f,by declaring as often as he 

had opportunities of plcafure offered him, that he 

would not be drawn ofFfrom what was Vertuous > 

but that he preferM labour joyn'd with Honefty be- 
fore the fwects of plcafure. And by thus ordering 

his own Converfation he brought things to that 

pafs, that Inferiohirs carried themlelves with a great 
deal of Modefty and fubmilfivenefs toward their Su- 
periors ;Jit the Gates, and that each behaved them- 
felves with a compofed gravity. You ftiould fee 

none there extravagant in their Anger, or ungover- 
nably merry, but fo orderly that when you faw 

them you would think they lived up to the very 

Rules of Vcrtuc, And this was their manner of 
life at the Court. 



But 
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But now for the better inuring them to Military 

Exercifes, he ufed to lead them out ahunting, 
Becaufe he thought that might be very advantagi- 

ous to all parts of Military Service, but efpecially 

to riding:. For it makes them the better able 





fit their Horfes in all forts of places, becaufe they 
muft follow after their Game. Befides, it makes 






them nimble and a&ive for any performance 
Ghivalrie, partly by the ambition of Honour, and 
partly by the dcfire of gaining the Prey. And here 

he difciplin'd his Courtiers in the fevcrities 

continence, labour, cold, heat, hunger and thirft, 

And this way of life is ufed by the King and Court 
at this day. It may appear from what has been 
already faid, that he thought none was worthy 

of the Government who was not better then 

Subjects. And alfo that by this continual exercU 

jfing of them, he had fufficiently difciplin'd himfelf 

in Continence, and all Military Arts and Exer- 

cifes. For he led forth others ahunting when 
there was no neccffary occafion for their tarry- 
ing at home. But as for his own part, vvhen 

his bufincfs detained him at home he ufed to hunt 
Beafts, which he kept on purpofe in his Parks, 

Neither would he take any meat till after he had 
fweaced, nor would he bait his Horfes till they had 

been exercifed. And to this private hunting 
invited his Nobles. And this perpetual courfe of 
Exercife was a great improvement both to himfelf 
and thofe that were with hhn. Thus exemplary

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Moreover, if he took notice ot any that were 

more then ordinarily diligent and induftrious, he 



incouraged them by gifts, offices, preheminence 

and all forts of Honours,, By which means they 

all began to be very ambitious of approving them 



felves td Cyrw* This moreover is to be obferv'd 
in Cynis^ that he did not only think that Princes 
(hould cxceli their Subje&s, but that they fhould 
endeavour to pleafe and footh them as much as 
they could. Whereupon he thought fit to wear 

the Median Habit himfelf, and perfwaded all his 

Court to do the like. For if there was any defed 

in the Body, this Habit he thought would hide it, 

and reprefent thofe that wore it hanfomer and 

bigger then they were. For they have fuch man- 
ner of Shoos that you may hide fomething in them, 
fo that they will appear a great deal bigger then 

they are. He gave them alfo liberty to Paint them- 

fdves, and fo to improve their Natural Complex! 

6n. Moreover he taught them not to fpit openly 

or to blow their Nofes, and that they (hould not 

turn about to gaxe at any thing, as if there were 

nothing which they admired at. And all this he 

thought would contribute fomething towards the 
fecuring them from the contempt of the Vulgar 

And thus he difciplin'd thofe whom he in ten 



ded (hould partake of the Government^ partly by 



exerciling them, and partly by his own Majeftic 

Example* 

But as for thofe whom he bred up to be Ser- 
vants, he did not make ufc of them in any liberal 

Exercifes, or fuffer them to wear any Arms. And

Tables, and build Houfes : And 'tis well if they can 
get their living fo. But now 'tis impoffible that 

thofe who are taken up in fo many employments 

(hould do them all well. But in great Cities where 

there are a great many that want each of thefe, one 
of thefe Trades is enough to maintain a Man. Nay r 
oftentimes one does not ingrofs a whole Trade to 

himfelf, but one makes mens Shoes, and another 



Womens Shoes. Sometimes 'tis maintenance e- 
nough for one man to Work Shoes, and for another 

to cut them out.

For altho' he cxcell'd other men in this, that he 
had a very great revenue, yet he excell'd them more 
in his munificence. And this cuftom of making 



great Collations begun by Cyrus^ is ftill in ufe 
with the Kings of Perfia. For who has more weal- 
thy Friends then the Perfian King ? What King is 

there whofe Nobles are more ijplendidly habited 

then his > Who is there that gives fuch noble Gifts* 
fuch as are his Jewels, and Bracelets,and Horfes with 

Golden Bridles ? For with the Perfians none are 

fuffer'd to have thefe things but thofe to whom 

the King gives them. Who is there befides that 
ever fo far indear'd himfelf by his liberality as to 

be belov'd more then Brothers, Parents or Chil- 
dren > Who could ever revenge himfelf upon his 
Enemies who were diftant from him the fpace of 

many months Journey fo as the King of Perfi

But 'twas not fo here, for the 



King would give ear to any one that offer'd any 

confiderable information. And by this means 'twas 



thought that he had a great many Eyes and Ears, 

and people were affraid to fpeak anywhere againft 

the King as much as if he was prefent. Nay, they 
were fo far from whifpering any thing amifs of 
him to any Body, that every one was To affe&ed 

as if all thofe with whom at any time he convers'cl 



were the Kings eyes and ears. Now I can affign 
no other^ reafon that men were thus generally if-

Then 

faid Cyruti look Crxftts^ here is one of my Exche- 
quers, and do you compute now the reft, and 

confider how well I am provided with Money, if 
occafion be. Cr^fus^ upon Computation found 



that it came to a great deal more than he faid 
Gyrus would have had, if he had hoarded up him-, 
fdf. Then faid Cyrut to him, do you fee now 

Cr&fus that I have my Treafures too ? But you 

would have me by hoarding expofe my felf to 



envy and hatred, and truft a parcel of Mercenary 



Keepers. But 1 think my inrich'd Friends are 
my beft Treafurers, and more faithful Keepers, 

both of my Perfon and of my Wealth, than if f 

(hould in truft it in the Hands of a Mercenary 

Guard, But I have another thing to tell you 

Cr£fui, I mutt confefs that I am not free from 

that Humour, whereby the Gods have made evo* 

ry Man poor, for, I have as unfatiable thirft after 

riches, as another Man.

he would give the Phyfitians thanks as often as they 
had cured any by thofe Medicines which he had laid 
up. By thefe and many more fuch Arts, Cyrus 
gain'd himfelf great efteem among thofe by whom 
he would be belov'd* 
It made alfo much for Cyrus his Commendation 

that he provokM his Souldiers to Emulation by fet 
ting up Martial Games and propofing rewards 

to the Vi&orious, in as much as therein 




(hew'd how much 'twas his Care to keep up the 

Exercifes of Martial Vcrtue. And thefe Games 

did occafion a great deal of Contention, and Ani- 

mofity among thofe of the chiefeft Rank, Where- 
fore Cyrus made an order that as often as there was 

any Caufe to be decided, both parties (hould repair 
together unto the Judge. And then to be furc 
both the Adverfaries would have recourfe to fuch 
5 Judge whom they thought the beft, and moft 

favourable to themfelves. So that he that was caft 
would envy him that overthrew him, and hate 

him that gave it againft him. And on the othet 

fide, he that won the day would impute his Vifto 

ry to the equity of his Caufe, and think himfelf 

indebted to no body. And fo thofe who conten 
ded to be chief among Cyrus his Friends, did envy 

one another as much as thofe that dwell in Cities. 
Infomuch that moft of them could wi(h one another 

out of the way, rather then do one another any 

hindnefs. And thefe were the Arts by which Cyrus 

contrived

as the manner of the Perftans is to this day when 
hey are in the Kings fight. The Pcrfians flood on 

the Rieht- Hand, the others on the left- Hand ot the 
w y^ fd after the fame manner were the : Chariots 
divided half on one fide, and half on the other 

After the Gates of the Palace were open d, In the 

firft place four great fair Bulls were led forth to be 

fa ificed to Jupiter and the other Gods, according 
as he Magi hJ appointed. For the Fate make 
ufe of Artifts more in Divine Service then m any 
thine elfe. Next to the Bulls there were Horfes 

K be Sacrificed to. the Sun. After thenn , was 

drawn a white Chariot with a Golden Harneis 
crown'd with Garlands, and facrcd to Jupiter 
After that followed a white Chariot of the Sun 

crown'd like the other, After thefe follow d a 
third Chariot whofe Horfes had fcarlet-Trapp.ngs.

As they were marching in this order 

a great many men would be apt to run out of their 
Kanks to beg Favours of Cyms.

Only there was one Viapharnes a Man of a rough- 

caft Temper, who thought it a point of Gentility 

and Freedom not to feem fo ready and Officious to 




obey. Which when Cyrus took notice of, before 

was come near enough to fpeak to him, he fent 

him word by one of his Nobles that he had novy 
no more bulinefs with him, neither did he ever 

fend for him afterwards 1 . But he that was calPd 
for after him, rode up to Cyrus long before him. 

Whereupon Cym gave him one of his led Horfes, 
and commanded one of his Nobles to attend him 
whither he fent him.

And as often as Cyrus 

had any to Sup with him Gadatas did not fit down 

but mind his Charge. But if Cyrus had no Com 

pany Gadatas ufed to fit with him. For Cyrus 

was mightily delighted with the Convention of 

Gadatas, who upon that account was much ho-?cy fus ^ 
nour'd by Cyrus, and by others for Cyrus his fake. feryes a ctr

But he fettled it for 
ari order, that he that had done any Worthy Adtion 

mould be advanced to a more Honourable Place i 

and that he that behaved himfelf ill fhould be de- 

raded. Cyrus alfo thought it would reflect upon 
im, if he did not beftow fome fignal benefits 

on thofe whom he prefer'd in fitting. And thele 

Inftitutions of Cyrus are ftill obfer v'd . 

While they were at Supper Gobryas did not at all

And by this means, every one 
had his due. After the diftribution was made a great

But theft 
alfo feem to me not to do kindly by their Friends, 
For when the Value of their Eftates is unknown

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; But now when he thought matters were fo 

order'd at Babylon that he might fafely be ablent 

from it, he began to prepare himfelf for an bxpe- 

dition into Perfta. And when he thought h.m- 

felf fufficiently provided with all things Neceffary 

he moved from Babylon. We intend to give a Re 

lation of this Expedition, it being confidents 
that fo great an Army mould be fo orderly in lay 

ine down their Carriages, and in taking them up 

rain, and fo fpeedy in repairing to their proper 

Stations upon Occafion. For where ever the King 
incamps, there all thofe that attend upon him ate 

upon Duty in their Tents both Winter and Sum- 
mer. The firft thing that Cyrus did, was to pitch 

his Tent fo that it might ftand juft againft the ri- 
ling Sun. Then in the next place he gave order 

at what diftance he would have the Tents of his 

Guard from his own. Then he appointed the Cyrus 

Right-Hand place to his Bakery and **J*£$S? k 

his Cooks. The Right- Hand alfo was aUotted for d h 
the Horfes/and the left for other Cartel. There was 0rAr , M d 
fuch diftinft order kept that every one might know thdrprc 

his Station both as to meafure and as to phccfnSuu 

Now when they are to make up their Carriages 
every one packs up thofe things together which 

are affign'd for his proper ufe, and then there are 

others whofe office is to lead the Horfes. So that 

by t his means all the Carriers come to fetch thole 

Goods which are allotted to their Charge, and e- 
veryone puts what is his own upon his owrvHortes. 
So the fame time that ferves for the removing the 

Goods of one Tent, ferves for all. And they un 

load their Carriages after the fame manner. Be 

fides, every one in particular receives orders what

fame time that feryes one to make Preparations in 
ferves all. And as each of thofe Minilters that at' 

tended on thefe Affairs, had his proper Station al- 
lotted him, fo Hkevrife the Souldiers had every one 

his own place in the Camp, and knew it very per- 
fectly. So that they took, to thofe that were their 
own immediately without any negation. For 

Cyrus conlider'd that 'twas a very commendable 

thing ma Family for every thing to have its pro- 
per place, that fo in cafe a man fiiould want any 

thing he might , know whither to go dire&lyfor 
it. But in, an Army much more, becaufe delays 
are there more inconvenient, by how much their 

Occafions are more fuddain. And withal he con-' 

fidered what great things were done by a timely ap. 

plication. 1 his was the rcafon that he bulied him- 

felf fo much about the orderly placing of his Men.He 
made choice of the middle of the Camp for his own 
Station,, becaufe there was the molt fecurity. Round 
about him he had the mod faithful of his Guard as 

he uled to have, and round about them his Horfe- 
men, and his Chariots. . For thefe he thought had 

need of a fecure place, becaufe they required fome 

long Preparation before they .could ufe. thofe Arms 

they . had againft tjie Enemy. On the Right and 

Left-Hand of himfelf ,and his Horfe-men, was the 

Station for , the. Target-men. And . before and be- 
hind him and his Horfe-men flood the.Archers

And 
therefore if Cyrus had occalion to ufe the Ser 
vice of any of them, they were not long in 
feeking him out, but went directly to his Tent 

And whereas all of every Nation had their feve 



ral Stations by themfelves> it was much the ea 



tier to obferve who was orderly and obedient, 
and who not. And being in this order , he 



thought if any mould ihvade them by day or 

night, they would light upon his Tents, as upon 
an Ambufcade. He thought the skill of marfhal- 

ling an Army did not confift only in knowing how 
to draw out the Squadrons, or to thicken them, or 
to make a Squadron of a Wing, or to turn towards 
the tight, or the left, or the Rear, according to the 

feveral Poftures of the Enemy ; But,alfo to know 

how to fpread, as oscafton required, and to place 

every part where it will, do moft good, and to ha- 

ften when there is need of Prevention. Thefe he 

took to be the parts of a good Commander, and 

in all thefe he employ'd his utmoft diligence. In 
his Expeditions he changed his Poftures very often 

according to the variety of accidents. But when 

he incamp'd he ufed the fore- mentioned order for 
the moft part.

And 'tis very **r £ 
keafonable that I (hould, for you are my Subjects, Sm Cyru * 
and you are my Son. Wherefore it behoves me to m< t tht 
Communicate to you whatfoever I think may be for Perfians 

your Intered. As for what is pad, you have con- 
futed the grcatncfs oi Cyrus y by giving him an Ar- 
my, and making him General of if. And Cyrus 

by the well management ot his iruft, and the favour 
of Heaven, has made you great and glorious in the 

eftcem of all Men, and fill'd all Afia with the dread 

of your Name i has inrich'd the chiefeft of thofe 

that lilted themfelves under bis condud, and took 



care to fupply the common Souldiers both with 

their pay and their diet. If therefore you continue 

In the fame mind for the time to come, you will 
mightily contribute to the promotion of each other. 
But if eilher you, Cyrus, lifted up with the fuccefs of 
your undertakings, defign nothing but your own 
private intereft in the Government of the Perfians 
as of Strangers. Ot if you, my Citizens, envy his 

growing Power, and endeavour to alienate the 
Kingdom from" him ; know for certain that you 

will prove an hindrance to one another in many 

great Atchtevements. In order therefore to the 
prevention of thefe mifchiefs, it feems good to me 

that after our folemn addreffes made to the Gods, 

we enter into this Covenant ; That you Cyrus in

devolves fo Cyrus. When Cyrus is here in Perfia 

*twill be beft for him to offer Sacrifice in your 
behalf, as I do now. But in his abfence, f think 

it moft convenient for one of the Royal Family to 

do it, whom you (hall beft approve of. When 
Cambyfes had thus faid, Cyrus and the Perftan Ma 
giftrates agreed upon the Premiffes by common 
confent, and enter'd it among the Decrees. And 

this folemn League which was then confirm'd is,now 

conftantly obferv'd to this day. And when theft 

things were ended, Cyrus departed. 

And when he was come into Media, by his Pa- 
rents confent he married Cyaxares his Daughter, 
\ t who, as they fay, was a very beautiful|Lady. Some 
Hijiorians fay that he married his Mothers Sifter, 
but that's improbable, becaufe (he would have been 
at that time an Old Woman. When the folemni- 

ties of his marriage were over, he went away with 

her. And when he was come to Babylon he thought 
it now concerned him to fet Deputy-Governours o 

ver the Nations which he had conquered > for as 
for the Governours of the Caftles and Garrifons, 

and the Tribunes of thofe who Were upon Guard 

all about the Country, he would not have them un- 
der any befides himfelf. For by this means he 



thought that in cafe any of the Deputy-Governours, 

upon the account of their greatnefi, or the number 

of 
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of their Subje&s,(hould behave themfelves infolently, 
ahd refufe to yield obedience, they might have 

their Adverfaries ready to incounter them in the 
very fame Country. Being therefore refolv'd upon 

this Expedient, he thought it neceffary to fummon 
them together, and acquaint thjfm with the bufi- 
nefs, that thofe who were to be fent might know 

what their errand was, For then he thought they 

would take it the better. Whereas if they (hould 

find it out after they were invefted with their Pow- 
er, he thought they would take it amifs, as if they 

were not fit to be trufted. Having therefore con- 
vened them together, he faid thus to them : ^ We 

have Garrifons (my Friends) in our conquer'd Ci- 
ties and Governours in them which we left there. 



To thefe I gave order at my laft parting with them 
that they (hould not attempt any thing of their own 

Heads, but make it their whole bufinefs to look to 



the Garrifons. Now I do not think it fit to deveft 



thefe of their Power, becaufe they have fo well dif 

charged their truft. But I muft fend other Depu- 
ties who may prefide over the inhabitants of thofe 
Countries, receive Tribute and pay the Garrifon- 
Men their Stipend, and do what ever eheis neceffary 

to be done. And as for thofe of you who live 

here, whom I employ upon bufinefs abroad among 

thofe Nations, I think I muft give you Houfes and 



Lands there, that fo they may know whither to 



bring their Tribute, and that when they come they 
may be entertain'd. When he had thus faid, he 
gave moft of his Friends Houfes and Servants in the 
conquer'd Cities. And their Pofterity have the 

fame in Poffeflion at this day, though they them

To Lycia and Ionia Chryfantas. To Carta Adnfi 



who was defired by the People of the Place. To 
Phrygia near Helkfpont and Motis, Phartiuchus, But 



to Cilicia, Cyprus and Paphlagonia, he fent no Per 

fian Deputies, becaufe they offer'd to fide with Gy- 
ms againfi the Babylonians of their own accord. But 

however, he impofed a Tribute upon thefe as well as 

the reft. 

TheGarrifons remain ftill in the Kings Power ac* 

cording to Cyrus his Cohftitution at that time, aiid 



the Tribunes of the Garrifons are deputed by the 
King, and their Eftates have a tax upon them. 
Moreover he charged all the Deputies which he fent* 

that whatever they had feen him do, they (hould 
Cyrus his imitate as near as they could. That they (hould in 

Command the firft place, take their Horfe-men and Coach-men 

tobisDtpu' out 0 f t hofc Per f 1ans and other Affociates that ac- 



company'd them. And that they (hould make all 
Houfe-holders and Matters of Eftates frequent the 
Gates, that fo they might live temperately, and be 

jready to ferve the Deputy upon any occafion. That 
they (hould Educate and Difcipline their Childrert 

at the Gate, as the manner was with him. Thai 
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the Deputy (hould have thofe that attended at the 
Gates out ahunting pretty often, and Exercife both 
himfclf and his men in feats of Arms. And for 

your encouragement (fays he) whofoever according 
to his Ability (hall furnifh me with mofl Chariots 



and train up moft Horfe-men, him will I Honour as 
an excellent Fellow-Souldier, and one that is a Fel- 
low-Guardian both of the Perftan Dominions and of 
my own. 

And I would have you honour thofe that are beft 
deferving with preheminence of place, as I do. And 
would have you keep fuch a Table as I do, one 
that is fufficient to diet thofe of your own Family,and 
withal to fpare fome portions to your Friends, and 
to honour thofe who perform fome notable exploit 
every day. I would alfo have you keep Forrefts for 
Game, and never to fit down to meals till you have 

undergon fome labour, nor to bait your Horfes un 




exercifcd. For 'tis impoffible, that I alone upon 

mere Humane Strength (hould keep up your Jnte- 

reft. But 'tis neceffary that I employ all my Cou- 
rage and Forces to help you, and you all yours tp 
help me. And I would have you alfo confider, that 
I lay none of thefc In junctions upon Servants which 
I do upon you. And that what I require from you, 
is no more than what I perform my felf. Jn the 
laft place, as I would have you imitate me, fo would 
1 have you perfwade the inferior Magiftrates to imi- 
tate you. And according to this order of Cyrus^ all 

the Garrifons arc at this day under the immediate 

Command of the King, all the Gates of the Magi- 
ftrates are officioufly frequented, all Houfes great 
and fmall are governed the fame way, all thofe that 
are eminently deferving are honoured with prehemi- 



nence 
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nence of place. All Expeditions are orderM in the 
fame manner, and Multitudes of Affairs are com- 

pendioufly managed by a few Qovernours, When 

he had thus inftruded them how to demean them- 

felves, and given every one of them a Company of 
Souldiers hedifmiis'd them, telling them that they 
muft prepare for a General Mutter againft the next 

Year. And in this alfo Cyrus fet a Pattern to Pq. 
fterity, which they ftilj imitate. 

For fome Body vifits all the Countries round 
with an Army every Year, and if any of the Depu- 
ties wants help he helps him. And if any of them 

behave themfelvesinfolently he controuls him. If any 

refufe to pay his Tribute, or to defend the Inhabi- 
tants, or to manure the Ground, or to perform a- 

ny of thofe things which are commanded him, all 
this he reforms. But in cafe it be more than he 

can do, he gives his Information to the King, He 
upon the hearing of the bufinefs gives Sentence. 
Oftentimes the Kings Son, or the Kings Brother, or 

thofe whom they call the Kings Eyes, go the rounds 
privately. For every one of thefe return again at 
the Kings Command. 

There is another expedient which Cym inven- 
ted for the grandeur of his Kingdom, whereby he 

might know how the ftate of things were at never 
Pojl-Hoyfes fo great a diftance. For having confider'd how far 
fir(l ordifd a found, able Horfe could conveniently go in a day, 

If Cyras. h e orderM Stables to be made at every one of thofe 

diftances, and he placed Horfes in them all with 

men on purpofe to look after them. Moreover in 
every one of thefe Stages he ordered one whofe bu- 
finefs was to receive the Letters that were brought, 

pnd to deliver them to others. And to receive the 

Men 
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M£n and Horfes that were weary, and to fupply 

frefh ones. So that thefe journies 

■ 

not ended with the day, but a night Port fucceeded. 
the other. And after this rate, they fay they would 
make difpatch in their journeys equal to the flight of 
Cranes. But however, that may fmell of a Romance,

In the diflolution of a man 'tis plain to be {sen that 
every part returns to it's proper Principle, except 
only the Soul which is neither vifible then nor be- 
fore.

That the Kingdom o(Cyrus was the greatett and 

the moft glorious that Afxa ever knew, will be evi 
dent upon a furvey of it. It was bounded Eaft 

ward with the Red-Sea, Northward with the Eu 
xin-Sea, Weftward with Cyprus and Egypt, ™d 
Southward with JEtbiofta. And yet tho' 'twas of

by them as a Father. But affoon as he was dead, y

tions revolted, and all things began to turn for the fames o\ 
worfe. And that this may appear to be true, therfe* Perfi- 

firft inftance that I give (hall be in point of ReligU «™ 

on. >Tis well known that formerly if the King or th * mdmu 
his Officers had made a folemn contraft with any 



C tho' the greateft Villains imaginable ) they flood 

firm to their Words. For had they not done fo, 

and gain'd themfelves the Reputation of Honett 

Men in the World, thofe that came over to the aid 
of Cyrus and accompaniedhim in his marches, would 

never have trufted him, any more then they do his 
Succcffours, who are known to be perfidious. But 

now when they had committed themfelves to them 

upon the account of their former credit, they were 

brought before the King and had their Heads cut 

otf. A great many alio of the Barbarians who ac- 
companied 
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companied Cyrus in this laft Expedition, were u 
falfe pretences decoy'd into their ruine. They de 

generate alfp in this from their Forefathers. For 
heretofore if any one had hazarded his Life for the 

King, or had added a City or a Nation to his Do- 
liiinions, or had done any other remarkable piece of 

Service for the King, they were fure to be honou 

red and rewarded for it. But now there is no o- 
ther way for preferment, but by betraying ones Fa- 
ther as Mitbridates did, out of a pretence to ferve 

the King, or by pawning ones Wife and Children 

and Friends as Leomitbm did at Egypt, or by the 

breach of Vows. And.thefe ill Examples have 
gam d upon the greateft part of Afia, For as the 

Governours are, fo for the molt part are thofe that 

are under their Charge. And by this means, Peo- 

pie are more wicked now, then they were former- 

> 

They are alfo more given fo rapine and extortion, 
now then before. For they do not only feife upon 

the notorioufly wicked, but upon the innocent, and 
make them pay Money againtt all reafon and equi- 

So that now 'tis as dangerous a thing to have 

a good Eftate, as to be wicked. And men arc now 

affraid to converfe with thofe that are in authority 
above them, or to joyn themfelves with the Kings 

Forces, So that any one that has a mind to wage 

War againft them, may traverfe all over the Coun- 
try without the leaft refinance, becaufc of their im- 
piety towards the Gods, and their oppreffions to 

wards Men, And in this rcfpc<2 alfo they arc worfe 

then formerly. 





Neither 
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Neither have they the fame regard to their Bo- 
dies now as they had before. It was a piece of 

Difcipline among them not to fpit, or blow theiir 

Nofes. But 'tis plain that this was not anjoyn'd 
to fpare the moifture of their Bodies, but that they 

(hould make them folid with Labour and Sweat. 
Now indeed they retain the formality of not fpit- 
ting or blowing their Nofes, but they care not how 

little they ufe bodily Exercife. It was alfo an or- 
der among them to make but one Meal a day, that 

they might have the more time for Bulinefs and Ex- 
ercife. Now indeed the cuftom of eating but once 
a day, ftill remains, but then they begin afloon as 
thole that dine earlieft, and continue at it as long as 

thofe that go to bed lateft. 

They had alfo a cuftom not to bring forth any 
Bottles at a Fcaft, bccaufe they thought it would be 

beft for the Health of their Bodies and Minds not to 

drink too much. And now indeed there are no 
Bottles brought into play, but then they drink 

at fuch a mad rate , that inftead of bringing 

in , they themfelves have need to be carried 

out. 

It was alfo a cuftom with them not to cat or 
drink in a Journey, or to eafe nature openly : Now 

the cuftom of abftaining from thefe things is ft ill 
kept up, but then their journies are fo Ihort, that 
their abliinence is no fuch great wonder. 

Heretofore they ufed to go abroad ahunting fo 
often, that they had no need of any other Exercife, 
either for themfelves or their Horfes : But after that 
King drtaxerxes and his Nobles birgan to drown 

themfelves in Wine, they left off all hunting, or if 

they did now and then ufe it, yet they would. 

have 



■ 
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have none out along with them, becaufe they en- 
vy M at and hated thofe that loved the Exercife of 

hunting, as better men than themfelves. They ftill 
retain the cuftom of difciplining their Youths at the 

Gates, but to learn the Art of riding is quite out of 

date, becaufe they are in a place, where they have 
no opportunity to credit themfelves by giving any 

Specimen of if. 

Another inftance of their corrupt manners is this, 

that whereas formerly their Young- men had good 

notions of Jaftice inftilPd into them by hearing juft 
judgment given upon Caufes in the Court. Now 

they fee that thofe win the day who give the largeft 

Fees. Heretofore their Boys were inftru&ed in the 

Natures of Herbs, that they might ufe thofe that are 

wholfom, and forbear thofe that are hurtful. But 

now they Study their qualities only to know how to 

do mifchief. So that there is no where fo much poi- 
soning as among them. 

They are now alfo more effeminate and Volupf u 

ous, then in Cyrus his time. For then they ufed the 
Difcipline and Continence of the Perfians, and the 

gallantry and fprucenefs of the Mcdcs but now they 



have let fall the Perfian Difcipline. and retain the 



Median Luxury: Of which I will give a little de 



fcription. In the hift place, they are not content 
ed to have foft Down Beds, but even the feet of the 



Bed mult reft upon Tapeftry, for the pleafureof a 
yeilding fbftnefs. Then as for their Cookery, -no- 
thing of the former inventions is abated, and new 

Artifices are found out. In the Winter time 'tis not 



enough for them Co have their Head, Body or Feet 



covci'd, but they mult wear thick Purrs home to the 

veiy ends of their Fingers. In the Summer they ar 

not

But now they have 
more Cloaths upon their Horfes then upon their 

Beds, for their Care is not to learn to ride well, but 
to fit calilyl Now as for their Military Exercifes, 

how can they othcrwife chufe hut be much worfe 

then they were ? For before 'twas a cuftom that all 

thofe who had Eftates fhould fupply fo many Horfe- 

men for the Militia, and that the Garrifon Men 

mould fight for pav in the defence of their Country. 

But now the Porters, Bakers, Cooks, Butkirs, Kee- 
pers of the Bains, thofe that fet the Meat upon the 

Table and take away, thofe who have them to Bed 

and call them up a mornings, thofe who Paint them 

and make every thing fit neat about them,thele arc the 

Men whom the Magiftrates pick out for Horfemen. 

And thefe indeed ferve to make up a number of 

Men, but there is no ufe of them at all in War, as 



appears by what they do. For Cyrus took them 



out of the number of the light-Harncfs'd Sou! 
dicrs, and arm'd both them and their Horfes, and 
gave every one of them a Javelin that fo he might 

ufe them in clofe fighting. 

Now they neither skirmilh with the Enemy, nor 

fight Hand to Hand. Their Foot-men have now 

ihdr Holbards, their Faulchions and their Axes, 

with 
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with which they may fight, as they -did in Cym hi$ 

time, but even .theft don't dare to ingage. Neither 
tip they ufe their hook'd Chariots to thofe purpofes 



for which Cym <*kfign 5 d their). For he had good 

flout well (Jifciplin'd Coach-men to make an onfet 

uppn the Body of the Enemy, whereas the Perflans 
that are now ad?ys, put up them whom they don't 

lb much as know, and think that fuch raw undifci- 
jplin'd Fellows are able to cope with thofe that are 
well Difciplin'd. And there indeed do fometimes 

adventure to dr-ive in upon the Enemy, but before 
they can get within them, either they fall out of the 
Coach-Box, or leap down of their own accord. And 

then their Chariots having loft their Drivers, do

more prejudice to their own Party, then to the Ene 
iny. For when they perceive how poorly they are 
provided for War, they yield up themfelves. Nei- 
ther will any of them make War without theaffift- 

ance of the Grmans^ whether they are to fight a- 



gainft one another, or againft the Grecians them 



felves. And thus I think I have made good the 

Charge which I undertook, viz 

That the Pcrftans and their Co-habitants are now 
lefs Religious toward* the Gods, lefs affectionate to- 
ward their Relations, more un juft towards others, 

and more effeminate in War than before* If any 

one be of a contrary Peifwafion, let him confider 
their Anions and he fhall find that they juflify the 

Gbarader which I give of them. 
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
